Wire le s s and Aurora . 
The aurora borealis, 
or 
northern 
lights, apparently affects the wireless 
telegraph waves that 
pass 
between 
Harnrnerfest, Norway, and the north­ 
ernmost station In the world at Green 
Harbor, Spitsbergen. 
Often the polar 
light fo weakens the wireless waves 
that the operator In the receiving-sta- 
tIon at Spitsbergen can hardly 
hear 
them, and at times communication is 
wholly Interrupt’d. On the other hand, 
the appearance of the northern lights 
seems to strengthen the waves that 
r.re sent southward. 
Once, when the 
aurora was so bright in Spitsbergen 
that it was mentioned in a dispatch 
to Norway, the receiving operator at 
Ilammerfest, when the polar lig h t was 
not visible, noticed an extraordinary 
Increase In the volume and distinct­ 
ness of the signals. 


Ha v e Ca ta logue of Sta rs . 
At. Cambridge, Mass., there now ex­ 
ists the most extensive and valuable 
collection of stellar photographs 
In 
the world, numb« ring over 210,000; 
and 100,000 or more of them have 
be* n secured at Harvard University 
Observatory at Arequlpa, Peru, at an 
elevation of 8,000 feet. 
The number 
of stars revealed 
on 
the 
different 
plates depends, of course, on the den­ 
sity of the part of the sky being pho­ 
tographed, and on the length of the 
exposure, the longer the exposure the 
more stars, provided the light of the 
sky does not fog the plate. 
On one 
plate alone, namely the region about 
Eta Carlnae, 240,000 stars have been 
actually counted.

Wonderful stories are told 
about 
blockade runners and blockade run­ 
ning. the dangers, the 
losses

prizes of this feature of the game of 
war, but there Is a man in New York 
who relates a story of this sort that 
is remarkable. 
Near the close of the Civil war, 
when he was quite a young man, ho 
wandered Into a place 
on 
»Nassau 
street and looked on while the cargo 
ef a captured blockade runner was 
being sold at auction. 
The goods of­

One of the chief articles put 
up at auction was a big consignment 
of brass buttons on which the raised 
letters “ C 
8 . N." appeared 
prom­ 
inently. 
They were buttons appar­ 
ently Intended for the navy of the 
Confederate states. 
The young man 
picked tip one of the buttons 
and, 
after examining It, put it into bis 
pocket as a pocket piece. 
On the un­ 
der side ot 
the button 
the 
name 
"Campbell, Isaacs & Co." appeared as 
the manufacturers 
The young man 
had this pocket 
piece with him when he went abroad 
•«»me time later. 
In London he paid a 
visit to a gentleman named Hart, a 
friend of his family, and was a guest 
at dinner. 
After dinner, while chat­ 
ting with his host, he happened to 
take the button out of his pocket. Mr 
Hart asked if he might la* permitted 
to take a look at It. 
lie gave a start 
of amazement as he turned it over 
and 
read the name 
of 
"Campbell, 
Lancs 
A 
Co." Then 
lie asked the 
young 
man where he got the button 
and how. 
The young man explained. 
"That button 
coat 
me 
£(H),ooo 
fliflfl.flflO," remarked Mr. Hart. 
Then 
Mr, Hart sfild he was a silent partner 
In the firm of Campbell, Isaacs A Co. 
The Confederate navy was In nnod of 
brass buttons and this 
firm got the 
order. 
The firm rushed 
tin1 work on 
tho order, Intending to ship by (iv 
fiiKfei-t of nil the blockade runners 
a' 
vessel 
In which Mr, Hart, who «lid 
quite a business In this line, had n 
decided interest. 
There was some de­ 
lay and the vessel sailed without Hi«* 
buttons. 
Hh<> had not proceeded far 
when 
they arrived. 
By 
the 
most 
strenuous efforts the blockade runner 
was recalled and the con; ignment was 
put aboard, 
Then she started once 
more for America, 
All 
went well until 
the blocked«* 
runner 
was 
close to the Carolina 
const, whither she was bound 
I ben 
she began playing h«*r usual game and 
with her usuai confided«-.’ 
The cap 
tain an«l the crew know sh«* wus tast­ 
er than any of the Federal 
boats 
patrolling the coast. 
Bh«> had shown 
her heels to them before. 
But while 
the blockade runner had been away 
on her last voyage the Federal g«»v- 
ernmcnt had put into commission a 
foster, better equipped 
vessel 
llinn 
ever ha<l been on patrol duty belore. 
TIi«» blockade runner was captured 
and she and her cargo confiscated. 
The English owner:; sent 
a 
repre 
gentatlv«* to Washington and trt«*«i to 
convince 
tin* 
authorities 
that 
the 
initials "C, H 
N.” 
on 
the 
buttons 
meant "Coast Service, Nassau." They 
were unsucces ful. 
The buttons were 
the only contraband of war In tho 
blockade runner's cargo 
Their pres- 
cnee there made everything else In 
the cargo contraband and subject to 
seizure 
Mr. Hart had reason to think he 
was in hard luck 
If tin* blockade 
runner h;*d not been call«*d back to 
get the buttons Jill would have been 
well, and If t-he had encountered any 
other patrol boat than the one nil«* did 
she could have escaped capture 
But 
by a strang«! coin«‘|den«:e the fostest 
blockade runner and the fastest patrol 
v«»ssel came together and Mr. Hart of 
London was out £00,000.
